Sir,—On reading the letter of Sir Thomas 
Myles in your issue of to-day, one would 
think that the desideratum of all motorists 
was to drive recklessly “through crowded 
thoroughfares, irrespective of whom they kill. 

am sure that Sir Thomas will agree that 
seventy-five per cent. of the accident cases of 
all sorts which come under his notice are 
brought about by--contributery negligence, 
end im the case of motor Rocideate the per- 
centage is even higher.’ Driving a car in 
Dublin is by no means an easy matter, and 
pedestrians could very easily, minimise “the 
risk of: accident by exercising a little more 
care, There is the walking ' road hog”’ as 
well as the motoring one. 


The pedestrian 
who rushes across the road to board_a tram 
or ‘bus, oblivious of any motorist passing— 
how can he be avoided’ Then there are the 
child who rushes off the footpath after a 
ball, the cyclists who ride two or three 
abreast at times and often on the middle of 
the tram-rails, the haughty ‘‘ flapper’’ and 
precocious .schoolboy who take pride in 
passing in front of a moving car, and stand 
still to feel if the driver will touch them. 

I have béen for years an ardent champion 
of cyclists’ rights, but from experience of 
thirty years’ motoring I have come to the 
conclusion that they are the greatest: menace 
on the road to motorists as well as to 
themselves. If any of your readers doubt 
this, let them go out to Bray any evening. 
and return after dark in a motor car, and 
they will find that the lot of a driver is not 
an easy one. It is not unusual to overtake 
a crowd of evelists mding home 
pleasant day in County Wicklow 
four abreast—frequently a voung man with 
one arm around a voung woman, and the 
two bicycles wobbling over the road. Need 
less to savy. in manv cases there are no front 
or rear lights. What is wanted is a more 
strict observance of the law and of 
rights on the road, and a little amount of 
give and take.

Calendar Reform. 


To-day marks the anniversary of one of 
the most remarkable attempts at calendar 
reform—the establishment of the Calendar 
of the revolution of the first French 
republicans, The new calendar, to mach 
the beginning of a new era, begun on 
September 22, 1792, which was proclaimed 
Year One of the Republic, and continued 
in force until suppressed by Napoleon im 
1806. Poetical names were given th» 
months in accordance with their vary'n,’ 
weather conditions and vegetation. ‘Thus 
the three spring mopths were Germinal! 
(| Jossom-month), Floreal (flower-month’, 
and Prairial (meadow-month), and the 
summer months  Messidor (harvest 
month), -Thermidor (heat-month), and 
Tructidor (fruit-month). Each month had 
thirty days, and five odd days at the end 
of the year were celebrated as festivals 
of genius, labour, action, rewards and 
reason.

According to an estimate given in a 
““Memorandum on International Trade,’’ 
recently issued by the League of Nations,

Rural Libraries : 
the Small Towns 


From Oug SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Saturday. 
HE statement made by Mr. R. S. 
Anthony, Labour T.D. for Cork, at 
the meeting of the Cork Harbour Board re- 
garding the cost of house-building in the 
Free State, and particularly in Cork, and 
the urgent necessity for setting up a 
cement factory in the country, has led to a 
protracted controversy between the Secre- 
tary of the South of Ireland . Builders’ 
Association and Mr. Anthony. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Anthony stated at 
the Harbour Board meeting that there was 
collusion between contractors and archi- 
tects. He was not permitted to reveal his 
authority for the statement, but was asked 
to lay it before a meeting of the Com- 
mittee appointed to discuss the question. 
This body was not concerned actually 
with the relative cost of house-build- 
ing in Cork as against other parts of the 
Irish Free State, but in reality with the 
necessity of setting up a cement factory to 
combat a “ring” which, according to 
allegations, exist. Mr. Anthony, in re- 
sponse to a challenge in the public Press, 
says that he is prepared to stand over every 
word of what he has said. 

Referring to the alleged collusion 
between builders and architects, Mr. 
Anthony says that “ the child-like inno- 
cence of the Secretary of the Builders’ 
Association is embarrassing,*’ and adds 
that surely he must be aware that, “ even 
within the last couple of weeks, the 
members of the South of Ireland Builders’ 
Association got their orders from the 
architects not to tender for a number of 
houses (20) to be erected on the Turner's 
Cross site by the Cork Commercial Public 
Utility Society, because they (the Public 
Utility Society) considered that they could 
get along without the aid of an architect, 
as the houses were to be built from a plan 
which, with slight alterations, had done 
duty for a utility society in Limerick. The 
members of the South of Ireland Builders’ 
Association loyally — one might say 
obsequiously—obeved the ukase of the 
architects and did not tender for the 
job, thereby establishing the fact that 
there was, and iss what, in the 
absence of any word of nicer mean- 
ing, I call collusion.’’ To this the 
Association has replied that no such 
ukase as that referred to by Mr. Anthony 
was ever issued, “ but we, in our own 
interests and those of our clients, decided 
| that a recognised architect should be em- 
ployed on a contract of that magnitude,”’ 
lí Mr. Anthony still persists in refusing to 
withdraw his statement, they say, “ there 
are two scathing words that cover his lack 
| of courage and his false statement.” 

This letter agrees to full investigation 
| and full publicity for every phase of the 
cost of building, wages, cost of materials 
and output included. In his answering 
letter Mr. Anthony returns to the attack 
with renewed vigour. The architects, 
by the way, have not entered into the con- 
troversy, which has become very interest- 
ing—so interesting, indeed, that, perhaps, 
the original intention to press for a cement 
factory in the Free State may have been 
forgotten,

HITTING THE SMALL TOWNS. 


Once more the plaintive cry concerning 
the plight of the small towns in Southern 
Ireland is heard, Every commercial de- 
velopment, which looks good on the sur- 
face to the average town-dweller, is 
putting the small country towns one stép 
backwards, and, therefore, nearer to 
poverty. To-day there are almost as many 
omnibuses on the roads of Southern 
Ireland as there were donkey carts a few 
years ago. They are bringing people from 
the smaller towns into the larger towns to 
do the major portion of their shopping, 
and so the cry. Mr. Carey, a member of 
the Midleton Urban Council, says that the 
people were never better off than “when 
they spent their money in their own dis- 
tricts. Now there are vans and Jorriés 
going around the conntry, and ‘buses 
taking the people to the cities, giving the 
unfortunate country: trader’ not the 
slightest chance of a livelihood. | 


DEPARTMENT’S HELP TO FARMERS. 


The work of the Free State Department 
of Agriculture in helping farmers was out- 
lined by Mr. Brazier to a group of South 
of Ireland farmers, who visited agricul. 
tural institutions in Cork this week. Mr. 
Brazier said that farmers had carried on 
under exceptional difficulties this 
and by so doing had displayed. the spirit 
for which they are famous, and which 
animated them to carry on a great 
industry. A great number of men, he 
said, cried down the Department a few 


years ago and contended that the money | 


spent on it could be more profitably spent 
elsewhere. Now, however, such matters 
as the improvement of their cattle for the 
past two years, under recent legislation, 
bore high testimony to the Department's 
werk and showed that the farmers of this 
country were progressive. 

He was of opinion that farmers gener- 
ally required more facilities, especially in 
the way of money at the lower rates of 
interest from the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation. Referring to the increase in 
railway rates, he said that it was one of 
the most serious strangleholds impeding 
the work of the Irish farmer to-day and 
required to be earnestly considered.

DEFENCE. 


OBJECTS OF NEW 
ASSOCTATION, 

Presiding at the second annual meeting of 
the Cumann Cosanta Naisiunta (National De- 
fence Association), held in the officers’ mess, 
McKee Barracks, Dublin, last Saturday, 
‘Major-General McNeill, re-elected 
President of the Association, that, de- 
spite the amount of work which the Council 
had accomplished, the feeling might be enter- 
tained by some members that mere could 
have been done to further the objects of the 


Association 

It should be borne in mind, however, that 
an organisation such as theirs had much to 
learn and many initial difficulties to over- 
come before it could develop into a machine

efficient for its declared purpose ; and progress 
at the outset of necessity had had to be slow 
and cautious. The Association was an inno- 
vation, and its potentialities could not be 
judged vet, but he was satisfied that it would 
ultimately justify the hopes which inspired 
them to launch it. To those who feared that 
the first enthusiasm was giving way to 
apathy that fine meeting would be revivily- 
ing. 

At the opening of another year of the As- 
sociation’s work, he desired to repeat the 
warning which he gave last "ear of the 
danger of failing to maintain as their fore- 
most object the development of a national 
consciousness on the problems of defence, and 
of the organisation being diverted to mere 
union activities on behalf of its mem- 
bers. Their general line in this matter was 
that where a grievance was a purely in- 
dividual one they did not touch it, but if it 
affected the interest of all they took it up 
in the common interest. But their ratson 
d’étre was the creation of a national con- 
sciousness on the problems of defence, and if 
they achieved that purpose there would be no 
difficulties with the comparatively minor pro- 
blems of the Service. 

They had not done all they could have 
wished for that main object, as their means 
were yet too limited. ‘They had certainly 
(lone good werk with An tUglac (the official 
journal of the Association), but they would 
have to secure much more publicity and a 
wider membership. Every new member was 
& propagandist, and by increasing that 
membership they would widen the sphere of 
their work, 

The annual report, in which it was stated 
that the membership of the Association was 
645 and was steadily increasing, was adopted. 

The meeting approved proposals for the 
launching of a friendly society.

‘CAPTAIN OF THE GUARD” 


AT THE THEATRE ROYAL. 

The French Revolution of 178 | 
appealed to so many novelists. dramatists 
and writers for the silent film that it is not 
surprising it should be used to make a new 
** talkie.” 2 : 

In “ Captain of the Guard,” which is the 
irincipal picture this week at the Theatre 
oval. the scenes and incidents of that his- 
toric event are most cleverly used to make 
one of the most attractively spectacular films 
presented in Dublin for some time. Other 
‘talkies ' of great events have a greater 
appeal from the standpoint of drama, but in 
“ Captain of the Guard ” history is used to 
make a romantic entertainment. However, if 
one were to rély upon the film for the facts 
of the French Revolution, failure would be 
certain in any history examination. The 
events are used for their dramatic content; 
not. for their instructional value. 

The central figure in the film is Rouget de 
l'Isle, composer of the famous ‘‘Marseillaise.” 
and about him and his song has been built 
a film entertainment that cannot fail to be 
popular. John Boles, who made such a suc- 
cess of “ Rio Rita,” plays the part of the 
revolutionary composer with distinction, and 
his fine voice finds splendid scope in the 
great song. Laura La Plante, as Marie 
Marnay, while not particularly happy in the 
part, brings a sympathetic voice to the more 
sentimental episodes. 

THE SONGS. 

Boles sings “ For You” (the theme song). 
“My Love Never Can Forget,’ “ It’s Your 
Sword,’’ and the “ Marseillaise ': and Vaura 
La Plante sings ‘‘Is it Love?" “I will Love 
You Always,” and ' To the Roll of the 
Drum.” These songs are martial or senti- 
mental at need, and they seem destined for 
popularity 

The picture-story is excellently contrived, 
keeping a story of voung love interwoven 
with the events of the early days of the 
Revolution. There are glimpses of the famous 
tennis court at Versailles, of King Louis in 
his moments of relaxation, of Marie 
Anto'nette, of Danton and Robespierre; from 
the Court to the Coq d'Or, and the arrival 
of Rouget de l'Isle to teach music to the 
tavern-keeper’s daughter. Thence to the 
meetings of the Revolutionaries, and finally 
to the attack on the Bastille. í 

The settings and photography are excellent, 
and the crowd scenes are really thrilling. 
For combined song and scene ‘ Captain of 
the Guard" is an ideal “first operetta 
written for the talking screen.” If it does 
not “‘ give the soul of Rouget de |'Isle,” it 
does certainly provide capital entertainment.

Never before can the project to lay down 
a new liner have created so much interest 
or caused so much discussion as has been 
aroused by the statements made recently 
about the successor to the Mauretania, re- 
marks The Times to-day editorially. Both 
the interest, however, and the discussion are 
thoroughly intelligible and justifiable, because 
while the Cunard Steamship Company have let 
it be known that they intend to make a de- 
cisive bid for the blue riband of the Atlantic by 


‘building a vessel faster than any ship afloat, 


no further decision has yet been announced, 
except that Messrs.. John Brown and Com- 
pany, of Clydebank, are to build the ship. 
Nearly everything else is as yet unsettled, 
though it can be well understood in the 
present state of naval architecture and 
marine engineering, that the company have 
many things to make sure of before they 
commit themselves. Nevertheless, enough of 
the new liner’s size and purpose has already 
been foreshadowed for a general appreciation 
of the case. 

A vessel built to carry 4,000 passengers 
aud a crew of 800, with a speed of thirty 
knots and a gross tonnage of over 70,000 
has been unofficialy suggested, at a cost of 
construction which has been put at £5,000,000.

TRAMCAR ACCIDENT 
IN DUBLIN. 


TWO YOUNG WOMEN 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


Two young women were seriously injured 
in an accident at Conyngham road, near 
Islandbridge, Dublin, last night. They are 
Miss Mary McMahon (27), of 106 Kickham 
road. Inchicore, aud Miss May Dunne (27), 
of 10 West terrace, Inchicore, and they are 
at present lying in Steevens’s Hospital in a 
serious condition. 

The accident occurred at about 8.30 p.m. 
The injured girls were then walking in the 
direction of Lucan and were on the Phoenix 
Park side of the road. They apparently 
intended to cross to the other side, and were 
in the act of doing so when a tramcar came 
behind them. They hesitated, and although. 
the driver rammed on his brakes and did 
everything possible to avoid an accident they 
mere struck by the vehicle. 

Miss Dunne was thrown clear, but her 
companion was knocked down and pinned 
underneath the tram-car, which had to be 
“jacked up’ before she could be released. 

Mr. P. J. Congreve, of Moyvalley, who 
happened to be parsing at the time. con- 
veyed the injured girls to Steevens’s Hospital, 
where they at present lie in a serious con- 
dition. Miss Dunne was found to be suffer- 
ing from concussion, and Miss McMahon, in 
addition to sever: head injuries, had her 
right leg so badly injured that an amputa- 
tion will be necessary. Her condition, how- 
ever, was so serious last might that it was 
not possible to perforin the operation.

The members of the party were 
informed that they will be expected to pay 
most of their salaries into the party chest. 

Herr Goebbels, the principal supporter 
of Herr Hitler, the Fascist leader, 
declared at this meeting that the Nationa! 
Socialists would proceed by constitutional 


methods, and were willing to take the 
oath of allegiance. Herr Goebbels added 
that they would only march through open 
doors, but if the doors were closed upon 
them they would smash them. “I have 
been told,’’ he said, ' that the Jews think 
the only means of getting rid of us is to 
pick off our leaders one by one. If a 
single one of our leaders falls we shall 
answer with a ‘ progrom.’ ”' 


A “ HITLER DAY.” 


Potsdam is to have its “ Hitler Day ” 
on Sunday, September 28, when Hitler 
himself will take the salute at a big parade 
of his followers from Berlin and from the 
province of Bramdenburg. The parade is 
expected to be on a very large scale, and 
the Potsdam police are to be reinforced 
by a strong body of Berlin police, while 
other preparations are being made to meet 
all developments which might arise, as 
the Prussian Government is determined to 
see that the decree forbidding the wearing 
of Fascist uniforms is strictly obeyed. 
Despite a recent denial, and despite the 
promise of the ex-Crown Prince—when ne 
was allowed to re-enter Germany—that 
he would keep away from politics, the 
Hitlerites expect that he will join their 
party on this occasion.

TASK OF IMPERIAL 
CONFERENCE. 

The Times to-day publishes the. first of 
a series of articles analysing the economic 
problems to which the Imperial Conference 
Is expected to devote most of its time and 
attention, and in a leading article on the 
subject observes:—For many months past 
the problems for which the Conference is 
expected to find a solution have been the 
subject of eager discussion, In the course of 
which valuable material has heen collected 
and useful suggestions have been put for- 
ward. ‘The two outstanding contributions so 
far have been the Memorandum of the 
Economic Committee of the Trades Union 


Congress and the report of the British Pre-. 


paratory Committee, representing the Asso- 
ciation of British Chambers of Commerce, 


the Federation of British Industries, and the | 


Chamber of Shipping of the Umted King. 
dom. In the general policy they advocated, 
and in the concrete proposals they made, 
these two documents were in welcome agree- 
ment. 

Both advocated the development of trade 
within the Empire, both urged the necessity 
of close ‘and continuous economic co-c peration 
between all the members of the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, and both suggested 
practical means by which that co-operation 
could be secured. The whole course of the 
discussion has confirmed the conviction that 
the time is ripe for the governments of the 
Empire to recognise, by definite action. the 
fundamental economic unity of the Empire, 
the prosperity of every part of -which de- 
pends on the prosperity of the whole. Natur- 
ally enuogh, some of the more enthusiastic 
contributions, while useful in stimulating in- 
terest, have been without further value, 
Leing littl more than hasty deductions from 
an incomplete survey of the facts. 


PROBLEMS AND THEIR SOLUTION. 

Every problem can be made to appear easy 
if the points telling in favour of a particular 
solution are alone taken into account. As a 


matter of fact, the task of the Conference is | 
neither easv nor simple. The Dominions and | 
India are determined to develop their own | 


secondary industries behind the shelter of 
tariffs protecting them from British, as well 
as from foreign competition, and Great Bri 
tain’s dependence ou her export trade— more 
than haif of which goes to foreign countries— 
makes it essential that no policy should be 


adopted which would weaken her competitive | 


power in the world’s markets. 

Both these considerations are given due 
weight in the discussion of schemes for an 
Imperial rationalisation of industries, and for 
the encouragement of trade by mutual tariff 
preferences. It is shown that the limitations 
are not by anv means so narrow as they 
might appear at first sight, and that there is 
plenty or room within them for promoting a 
great increase of trade within the Empire. 
Other methods suggested, such as the quota 
system, bulk purchase and import boards, will 
also be considered, and their advantages and 
disadvantages candidly set out. The whole 
series will show that a real advance is imme. 
diately practicable, and will confirm the 
general conviction that the Governments which 
meet in the Imperial Conference next week 
have in the economic field, by constructive 
statesmanship, an opportunity for putting the 
whole Empire in the way of regaining its 
former prosperity.

A speed in excess of six miles a minute 
has been attained by members of the high- 
speed flicht of the Royal Air Force, at 
Felixstowe, in practice flights with the 
Gloucester-Napier racing seaplane built 
for the Schneider Trophy contest. 

The world’s speed “' record ” is held by 
Squadron-Léader A. H. Orlebar,. who flew 
a Supermarine Rolls-Royce seaplane at 
357 miles an hour. this being the average 
of four flights over a three-kilometre 
course. 

The flights of the Gloucester-Napier, 
although exceeding this speed, are not re- 
cognised as “ records, as they were not 
officially observed on behalf of the Royal 
Aero Club, and until some other nation 
beats the existing '“ record ” the Air 
Ministry have no intention of attempting 
to make a new official “ record.”’

fitting memorial could he erected than a 
puinpit. It had been said that while to the 
Catholic religion spelt devotion. to the 
Puritan it spelt dutv Frank Stuart Gardiner 
was both Catholic and Puritan—Catholic 
in his devotional spirit, and Catholic in the 
sense of broadmindedness and charity. . At 
the same time, he was a loyal son of the 
Scottish Church, that stern mother of men, 


whose traditions Evangelical and ethical he | 


had inherited and which he cherished. 

It was, perhaps, not unfitting that a brief 
reterence should be made to a cause which 
was near to Mr. Gardiner s heart. and with 
which he prominent! identified himself. 


Reunion was a comparatively new movement. '

REPORT ON FINANCES 
AND MEMBERSHIP. 


THE EXECUTIVE AND 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


- 


The membership of the British Labour 
Party at the end of 1929, according to the 
report of the National Fxecutive to be suh- 
mitted to the Llandudno conference next 
month, was 2,082.212 to which 90 trade 
unions contributed 2,023,545. The highest 
level of membership ever reached was 
4,559,807, in 1920. i 

An income of £28.935 was received last 
vear from affiliation fees, the total from the 
trade unions heing $25,5 

The Executive report tha@Bexpenditure ex- 
ceeded normal income by approximately the 
snm lost in affiliation fees under. the Trades 
Disputes Act, but the deficit was met by 
transfers from the funds brought into being 
for the double purpose of fighting the general 
election, and enabling the party to meet the 
SPA crjsis caused by the change in the 
aw. 


DECAY OF PARTY FACTIONS. 

The report states that the past thirty vears 
have witnessed many parity frictions and the 
growh and decay of not a few party factions. 
“Our organised forces still withstand the 
attacks of our opponents. Our influence in 
the local life of the country steadily increases 
as our municipal groups one by one come to 
power on the various local authorities, 

“ Notwithstanding its minority position in 
the House of Commons, and the slenderness 
of its valiant group in the House of Lords, 
the Labour Government holds on its wav, 
for ‘threatened men hive long,’ and it needs 
only the support of our great united Labour 
movement to enable it to achieve still greater 
things Internationally, there are few more 
powerful influences for world peace than our 
Labour Government. whose magnificent 
suecesses amplify and help to fulfil the work 
of our representatives on the Labour and 
Socialist International.’ 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

The report declares that the conference will 
meet in a period of unexampled economic un- 
settlement throughout the world 

“Mass unemployment in Britain, in 
America, on the Continent, in the Colonies, 
ond in the distant Orient—-no matter whether 
their trading system be protected free—all 
stand as grim witnesses to the folly and 
falsity of capitalist economics. hoth ancient 
and modern. The power wielded over their 
fellows by the owrers of land and industrial 
capital, of finance and credit, has never 
heen greater than in these days of concen- 
trated industrv: yet, step by step, with its 
continued development has steadily marched 
the ever-increasing numbers of the unem- 
ployed. Idle lands, idle machines ,idle labour- 
power, in face of worRl-wide need, stand in 
their questioning array, awaiting the national 
and international wills of the masses to com 
mard their co-operative use for the common 


rood. 
WEALTH DISTRIBUTION. 


“The powers of modern wealth pro 
duction have outistmpped all known history ; 
the more sordid aspects of its consequent 
poverty are mitigated to a greater 
decree than ever we have’ known;

FIRST CONSIGN ME? 
TEN YEARS. 


The first consignment of Canadian cattle 
sent to Birk nhead for ten years was 
landed yesterday. It consisted of 250 
head, sent by Mr. Pat Burns, of Calgary, 
Alberta. The cattle were in excellent con- 
dition. Mr. Burns, who is one of the most 
important cattle men in Canada, is send- 
ing another consignment of 400 head, 
which will reach Birkenhead on September 
28th, and, if the experiment is profitable; 
consignments will be continued. ; 

The present consignments follow an 
American embargo on Canadian cattle, and 
a move made by the Mayor of Birkenhead. 
Councillor T. MeLelan, who is in the meat 
trade, to re-open trade between Birken- 
head and Canada. Lately, through his 
efforts, shipping and doc king charges have 
been reduced, and it is now cheaper for 
ranchers to send their cattle to Birken- 
head than to send them overland to 
America. The Mayor hopes that the 
Government will extend the national mark 
to Canadian beef.

ANGLO-AMERICAN 
BRIDGE TEST. 
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VISITORS STILL LEADING 

America again held the lead on Bbáuaiúá, 
the fifth day oí the éag American bridge 
test, being held at Almack s Club. 

Starting with 5,640 points up from Friday s 
play, America won the first hand of the 
evening—the 121st hand of the test—by 160 
points. But in the fourth hand England ‘made 
a marvellous recovery in Room 2. in which 
Mr. Cedric Kehoe and Dr. Nelson Wood-Hil! 
(England) made a grand slam, winning 1,840 
points from their opponents, Mr. Culbertson 
and Baron Waldemar von Zedtwitz. 

Unfortunately,however, this good form was 
not maintained in Room 1, where Colone! 
Walter Buller, captain of the English team, 
and Mrs. Gordon Evers lost 1,020 points to 
Mr. Ely Cilbertson, captain of the American 
team, and Mr. Theodore Lightner. 

America mamtained the lead, being 5,670 
points up at 1 a.m., when play ended for the 
day. But the English team gave them a stiff 
fight, winning 1,205 points from them in the 
143rd hand, so that America actually only 
won 210 points in the 26 hands which were 
played during the sitting. 

As only 146 hands had been played, instead 
of the 300 which it was hoped to get through, 
it was decided to continue play to- day and 
on Wednesday, and close the ‘‘test’’ when 
200 hands have been played.

TO PROVIDE NEW SCHOOLS 
AND NEW HALL. 


OPENED BY BISHOP OF 
MEATH.

NAVAN, 8 und. 

The Navan bazaar was formally opened in 
the Show Grounds to-day by the Most Rev. 
T. Mulvany, D.D., Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Meath. There was a large attendance. 

The objects of the bazaar, whith will con- 
tinue throughout the week, are to provide 
a new secondary school, extensions to tho 
parochial house, and additions to the 
Catholic Young Men s Society Hall in Navan. 

The Rev. á Kilmartin, Adm., Navan. 
introducing the bishop, said they wished that 
his reign in the diocese would be a most 
fruitful and successful one. 

BISHOP'S OPENING ADDRESS. 

The bishop referred to the objects of the 
bazaar, paying a tribute to all the members 
of the committee. They were there for three 
important objects. First, to provide suitable 
accommodation for the priests of the parish: 
The present parochial house was roomy 
enough as long as only three priests were in 
the parish. Now, with five priests, increased 
accommodation became imperative. He had 
only to mention this matter, and he knew 
it would be rectified. 

THE NEW SCHOOLS. 

The next object was the new secondary 
schools in the town.. For a quarter of a 
century the need for a secondary school was 
long felt in Navan, and all the more so 
because they had for a century before that 
a magnificent college amongst them. The 
moment representation was made to him he 
endeavoured to remedy the matter, and he 
was able to obtain again for the use of the 
school the place that was consecrated to 
learning for so many generations—the old St, 
Finian’s Seminary in Navan. He thought it 
was better to have that than a new building 
or a very imposing one, because of its grand 
associations. He did not think it too much 
to expect that the young men who were now 
studying there would be fired with the same 
noble zeal and ambition as their predecessors. 

NEED FOR NEW HALI.. 

The third. object was to provide a long 
felt want in Navan, this was the new hall. 
When the committee first came to him he 
gave permission for the bazaar. The hall 
was the first object in the field, and he then 
suggested to the committee to add on the 
other two purpeses mentioned and have one 
ba-acr for all, They adopted his suggestion, 
and he took occasion now to thank the 
committee. A large parochial hall was 
required for Navan, in keeping with the 
importance of the town, where — could 
have their amusements, meetings, et 

His lords ship then declared the bav’aar open. 
and hoped, as a result of their efforts. the 
new buildings would be provided free of debt. 

Mr. A. Steen, State Solicitor, proposed a 
vote of thanks to the bishop.

DAZZLED BY LIGHTS OF 
ONCOMING CAR. 
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MOTORIST’S DEFENC?S. 

The fact that the lights of an oncoming 
motor car were too bright on a white con 
crete road was given as the cause of a motor 
accident which took place on the Dublin- 
Belfast road, and in connection with which 
Michael Quinn, of Drogheda. was prosecuted 
at Dundalk ODrtstrict Court for reckless 
driving. 

While motoring from Dundalk late at 
night the defendant came into collision with 
a motor car commg from Dublin. He hit 
the motor car, rebounded from it and 
skidded across the road, where the car struck 
the bicycle which a man was wheeling, 
damaging the bicycle. 

The defendant stated that he was dazzled 
by the bright liehts of an oncoming car, and. 
in order to avoid the cywclist, he swerved to 
the right. As he did so he crashed into the 
motor car. He applied his brakes and then 
attempted to repeat this, but instead he 
touched the accelerator and the car bounded 
forward. The strength of the lights of the 
oncoming motor car showed up wonderfully 
on the white concrete road. and this caused 
the accident. 

District Justice Goff said that he was sure 
Mr. Quinn was a careful driver: but on his 
own admission he had touched the accelerator 
when he meant to press the foot-breke. and 
thereby was guiltv of neglieence. He fined 
the defendant in 5a. and £2 costs. Notice 
of appeal was given.

OUR UNNECESSARY” 
IMPORTS. 


MR. DE VALERA’S 
SPEECH AT ELPHIN. 
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From OUR CORRESPONDENT, 

CARRIVK-ON-SHANNON, Sunday. 

Speaking at Elphin to-day, Mr. de Valera 
asked why should we be importing food, drink 
and tobacco to the amount of £22,800,000 in 
the vear? 

Even under Mr. Hogan’s policy we 
should have sufficient ham, bacon and other 
meat to supply our own people. Yet, we 
import these foods unnecessarily. As regards 
would imagine that we were in a 
place in the heart of Siberia rather than in 
lreland. Englishmen, Scotsmen, Frenchmen 
and the rest tind our fishing grounds so good 
that they come here to fish. Last year we 
imported £534,000 worth of fish. That 
supply we would ourselves provide if our 
fishing industry was properly organised. 
Although an agricultural couniry, we import 
butter and eggs. Wheat and flour imports 
last year amounted to five and a half million 
pounds. Some people said this is not a wheat- 
growing country, yet we had crown in one 
vear 800.000 acres. Wheat growing, like 
other industries, had been killed. If we get 
the opportunity we intend to restore the 
growing of wheat, and to see that the big 
ranches are used tm the interests of the 
country, We Import maize products wort! 
over three millions, and oats and oatmeal 
products. is 

There was a tola] of between ten and eleven 
millions’ worth of foodstufis brought into the 
country, which meant that so mach Irish 
money went abroad to give employment to 
the stranger. 

Of the total imports of sixty-one million 
pounds, they estimated that between thirty- 
four and thirty-five millions could be supplied 
here in Ireland. That was a way of giving 
employment to the unemployed, 

In initiating the Shannon scheme the 
Government had proceeded on the right lines.. 
“AN ILLEGAL IMPOST."’ 

Five million pounds were sent out of the 
country each year, three million of which 
represented the land annuities. That meant 
that the Free State relatively was paying 
more each vear than Germany was paying 
in war reparations. For every £100 collected 
in Germany for national taxation, £20 was 
collected in respect of war reparations; for 
£100 collected in the Free State in 
taxation, £24 was collected to be exported 
to England. In other words, they had to 
send four per cent. more relatively out of the 
than Germany sent. ‘That was an 
unjust and an illegal impost. The six counties 
did not send their annuities to England, and 
there was no more obligation ón the Free 
State to send them than there was on the 
North-east. If Fianna Fail got into power they 
would retain this money, and the cost of de
